A SITUATION HAS arisen in New 
York City, which not only greatly 
disturbs the local dentists but 
which eventually may affect every 
dentist in the United States; espe- 
cially those practicing in the in- 
dustrial areas, For the past year, 


New trend in New York is 
warning signal to all dentists. 
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The Little Flower Gives 


New York Dentists the Jitters 


on New York City’s own radio 
station, WNYC, Sunday at 1 p.m., 
Mayor Fiorello LaGuardia has 
been telling the people that he is 
planning to give New York City 
employees (about 200,000 in num- 
ber) and the labor union members 
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THE MAYOR’S PLAN FOR HEALTH INSURANCE 


Speaking of Mayor Fiorello LaGuardia’s plan for health in- 
surance, Fortune magazine says in a December article entitled 
U. S. Mepicine In TRANSITION: 

“This plan will enroll 150,000 city employees and their families, 
provided private industry enrolls a like number. The city (or em- 
ployer) will pay half of each annual subscription fee (probably 
around $42 per individual, $96 per family), the employee the 
other half. Full medical and hospital service will be provided, in- 
cluding diagnostic and consulting services. The plan frankly aims 
to develop group practice, but will give equal opportunity to in- 
dividual practitioners to carry on a competing pre-payment plan 
based on the open panel and fee-for-service. Individual subscribers 
will be free to choose a practitioner or a group.” 











(numbering perhaps a 1,000,000 
or more) a voluntary cooperative 
group health service. 

The Mayor says his plan will 
give the subscribers and_ their 
families a complete medical, surgi- 
cal and hospital service at a cost 
of 4 per cent of their salaries; one 
half of which is to be contributed 
by the worker, the other half to be 
contributed by the employer. It is 
to be entirely voluntary. In the 
case of the city employees, the 
city will contribute the employer’s 
2 per cent. 

Each Sunday more and more 
details were revealed by His Hon- 
or, who generally talks a lot, but 
strangely for a talker, also does a 
lot. The Mayor, as this is written, 
has revealed that: 

1. He has 80 sponsors, consist- 
ing of the most influential and 
powerful citizens in business, in- 
dustry, labor unions, educators 





and members of the medical pro- 


, fession. Among the incorporators 


were attached the signatures of 
Henry J. Kaiser, the late Alfred 
E. Smith, and the late Wendell L. 
Willkie. 

2. He has already received 
$300,000 in grants from two wel- 
fare foundations for the purposes 
of organization and he knows 
where to get more. 

3. He expects to have over 
4,500,000 subscribers to his plan 
within three years. 

4. He has so designed the plan. 
and is so confident of its success. 
that he is certain that his plan will 
act as a pattern for a National 
Health Plan. 

He has declared openly that he 
has ignored the five county med- 
ical societies in the city because. 
as he says, they are opposed to his 
idea and do not represent the rank 
and file who are wholeheartedly in 
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favor of the plan. Moreover, the 
Little Flower boasts that he has 
already secured the backing of 
some of the most eminent physi- 
cians in the city, and they, as 
“spokesmen” for the rank and file, 
will not only assist in the organ- 
ization and supervision of the 
plan, but will arrange for the nec- 
essary services to that rank and 
file. 

Up to October sixth, the Mayor 
completely ignored dentistry in 
his weekly communiques; but on 
that date in an address before the 
American Public Health Associa- 
tion, he said that dentistry would 
most certainly be included in his 
plan, as it rightfully should, but 
it would not be a part of the serv- 
ice offered until the cost of the 
dental services “had been com- 
puted.” He did not say what den- 
tal “spokesmen” and “experts” 
were doing the “computing.” But 
the Mayor has no worry on that 
score. He has under his control a 
large system for providing dental 
service—in the Board of Health 
which serves the schools; in the 
Department of Hospitals which 
has many dental clinics; in the 
voluntary hospitals and clinics 
(which he indirectly controls) ; in 
the two dental schools in the city, 
where he can get what he wishes, 
for obvious reasons. All in all, 
these facilities mentioned already 
serve about 1,500,000 patients a 
year. They could be expanded 
easily and designed to give dental 
service under the plan. And he 
can readily get his “spokesmen” 
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and “experts” from the personnel 
in these institutions. 

In fact, on the last alumni day. 
at the New York University Den- 
tal School, it was announced that 
a study was being made for the 
purpose of expanding the facilities 
of the dental school; so_ that. 
among other purposes, it could 
assist the Mayor in providing the 
necessary children’s dentistry. 

Anyone with a little imagina- 
tion can foresee that the Mayor 
will by-pass the dental societies as 
he has the medical societies; will 
get dental “spokesmen” who will 
act independently and despite the 
wishes of the other members of 

*their societies; that he will get the 
plan started and operating; and 
that, whether successful or not, 
the plan will act as a pattern for a 
National Health Plan. 

The Mayor has many prominent 
social service experts among his 
friends and the city employees, 
and when the time comes for a re- 
port to the Nation on the operation 
of his plan, this report will do 
right by our Mayor and his plan. 
These experts, long experienced in 
writing out reports to prove what 
they want to prove, will show by 
statistics and fulsome praise what 
a wonderful thing the plan is and 
why its principles and methods, 
therefore, should be applied to a 
National Health Plan. 

Whether the plan is good or 
bad, or whether we like it or not; 
this situation does’ affect us, espe- 
cially us in New York City and 
other industrial areas, 
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LAGUARDIA PLAN UNDER DISCUSSION 


Two features of the proposed medical service plan of Mayor 
Fiorello LaGuardia have caused wide discussion and disagree- 
ment among members of organized medicine in New York City: 
(1) its $5000 income limit (New York’s five societies would set a 
maximum of $2500 to $3000) ; and (2) the Mayor’s threat to in- 
stall panel practice. 

The Mayor hopes to have his program in operation in January, 
with 190,000 city employees as initial subscribers. Incorporation 
papers, specifying the title of the project as “The Health In- 
surance Plan of Greater New York,” were filed some time ago in 
Albany. Among the eighty incorporators, notably absent were the 
names of officers of any of the five local medical societies. Said the 
New York County society on this point: 

“Only one important segment of the community remains un- 
represented—the rank and file of practicing physicians as repre- 
sented by their professional societies. . . . The medical societies— 
although originally represented on the Mayor’s ‘study’ committee 
—have been given no more information about the plan than the 
vague outline offered by the Mayor in his broadcast last April.” 

The New York Times editorially scouted the society’s complaint 
as follows: “Only a broad principle of insurance and medical care 
has been published. . . . There is every reason to suppose that 
when the realities of medical practice are to be considered the 
representatives of the societies will be heard.” 

The Mayor professes to see no rift with organized medicine; 
pointing out that there will be conferences and consultations with 
the medical societies before final plans are completed. 

Insurance underwriters and actuaries are openly skeptical of 
the practicability of the LaGuardia plan. Its cost, they say, will 
make most wage earners unreceptive—Medical Economics.

The question now arises: What 
has official New York dentistry 
done in this matter? It appears to 
be nothing; for no official policy 
on this matter has been declared. 
It undoubtedly has received con- 










November issue has hinted in an 
Editor’s note that the two societies 
have offered to “cooperate” but 
the Mayor has “seen fit to ignore” 
the offer. In other words, it is cer- 
tain, at the time of this writing, 
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that no affirmative declaratory pol- 
icy has been issued; and more im- 
portant, no alternative plan of the 
societies has been revealed. 

There is no excuse for this dere- 
liction. The dental societies know 
the Mayor, know his power and 
his ability to get things done. 
Moreover, the Mayor has tele- 
graphed his punches. 

In New York City, there are a 
great many dentists who are so- 
cially conscious, students of social 
trends, and keenly aware of their 
responsibilities to the public and 
to their colleagues. Of course, 
there are also many who do know 
what is going on and just don’t 
care. They are too busy now, mak- 
ing hay while the war shines. And 
there are others who don’t even 
know anything about the Mayor’s 
plan. They never attend dental 
meetings and the only literature 
they read is the Racing Form, the 
stock market reports, or the New 
York Daily News. Of course, in 
the postwar era, when the going 
will be rougher, and after the 
Mayor has snatched away 90 per 
cent of their patients from under 
their noses, these dentists will let 
out a howl that will be heard at 
the Golden Gate. I say 90 per cent 

of their patients, because the 
Mayor proposes to place the ceil- 
ing on incomes for eligibility as 
subscribers at $5000 per year. By 
the way, the only objection public- 
ly voiced by the medical societies 
was on this score—they said it 
should be $2500 yer year. 


The liberal dentists in New 
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York, and for that matter all over 
the country, are on the spot. They 
see the danger and its implication. 
They know that destructive criti- 
cism or offers of cooperation will 
not solve this problem. They know 
that only a sincere, practical, and 
affirmatively constructive declara- 
tion of policy, implemented by a 
detailed program, and offered as 
an alternative, will get public sup- 
port and the attention of Mayor 
LaGuardia and maybe his accep- 
tance of it. 


Action Demanded 


Of course, there will be those 
who will repeat the chant: 

“Research, education, children’s 
dentistry; research, education. 
children’s dentistry.” 

The worker and his wife say, 
“We cannot wait for the research; 
we don’t need to be educated any 
further; and with all the talk 
about children’s dentistry, the 
draft records show that the pro- 
fession’s program on children’s 
dentistry has been only a promise, 
a hope, and a myth. As for our- 
selves, we need health to work, so 
we can raise our children. Health 
includes oral health. Give it to us 
at a cost we can pay. The Mayor 
promises us just that. You talk 
and promise us nothing.” 

The Mayor is a realist. He may 
be wrong. But the Mayor with his 
power and his plan can be wrong 
and yet succeed. While the profes- 
sional men may be right when they 
say you cannot give good dentistry 
at the low fees the Mayor may de- 
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mand, they, nevertheless, are 
wrong in the eyes of the “spokes- 
men,” the social service workers, 
and the public. 

Let us not forget that pattern 
for a National Health Plan. That 
idea has been buried twice in 
Congress. But let us not delude 
ourselves. So long as there re- 
mains the problem of adequate 
health care for all the people, the 
idea and the trend for it will per- 
sist. Set up local patterns in dif-

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Sterling Mead Makes Vigor- 
ous Statement on Army and 
Navy Dental Corps: 


The Senate Naval Affairs Committee 
this week held hearings on S. 2144, and 
similar bills making changes in the 
setup of the Dental Corps of the United 
States Navy. 

Spokesman for the dentists was Doc- 
tor Sterling Mead of Washington, D. C., 
President-elect of the American Dental 
Association. Opposition to the bill was 
voiced by the Surgeon General of the 
Navy, Vice Admiral Ross T. McIntire. 

Doctor Mead argued that autonomy 
of the Dental Corps, headed by its own 
Rear Admiral, would improve the 
morale of the corps by giving the senior 
dental officer at any installation such as 
a hospital, a shore station, or a training 
center, direct access to the command- 
ing officer, a privilege he does not have 
at present; the senior medical officer 
present, sometimes junior to the dental 
officer, being the liaison between the 
senior dental officer and the command- 
ing officer. In combatant areas the sen- 
iority of the medical officer would con- 
tinue by the provision of the bill. 

Doctor Mead contended that the 
projected setup would make the secur- 
ing of supplies more prompt and cer- 
tain; would permit attendance at con- 
ferences; and would allow the dental 
officers to use their own judgment in 
various matters. 

Doctor Mead argued that a dental 
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officer could not be expected to repre- 
sent medical officers adequately in mat- 
ters affecting the Medical Corps, and 
that it is just as true that a medical 
officer cannot be an effective go-be- 
tween for dentists. 

Admiral McIntire pleaded that the 
proposed plan would require a separate 
finance branch, an independent ma- 
terial branch, and a separate records 
setup; and also would require addition- 
al military and civilian personnel, and 
would involve an added expense of 
$500,000. 

In the course of the rebuttal of Ad- 
miral MclIntire’s arguments by Doctor 
Mead, the following colloquy took 
place: 

Senator Lucas: “What is the position 
of your organization, Doctor, with re- 
spect to the dental men in the Army?” 

Doctor Mead: “I feel personally they 
have a far better dental service in the 
Navy than they have in the Army. That 
is my personal opinion. We are merely 
trying to improve its efficiency. The 
dental men in the Army are extremely 
dissatisfied. They are so dissatisfied 
that nothing short of complete separa- 
tion is going to satisfy them. When 
they do strike, they will not sit so 
pretty.” 

Senator Lucas: “Let me ask you 


‘this further question: why did your bill 


just include men in the Navy, and not 
the men in the Army?” 
Doctor Mead: “That is what I am ex-

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“After sixty years our profession is still muddling over the 


art of local anesthesia. . .”’

IN THE SPRING of 1914, a dentist 
from abroad came to New York 
City. His name was Guido Fischer 
and his home Marburg, Germany. 
The purpose of his visit to Amer- 
ica was to demonstrate something 
new—block anesthesia, and _ par- 
ticularly the mandibular injection. 
Arrangements for his clinic were 
made and it was to be held in the 
oral surgery room of the New 
York College of Dentistry. 

At the appointed time, a large 
crowd had gathered, representing 
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the leaders of dentistry in the city. 
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Most of the school’s faculty were 


also there. Great excitement pre- 
vailed for this was to be an event 
of unusual importance. I was pres- 
ent. In fact, I was more interested 
in the proceedings than anyone 
else. You see, I was the patient in 
the chair! In my senior year, in 
one of the x-ray classes, it was 
discovered that I had an impacted 
lower third molar. So they did me 
a favor and saved me for Fischer’s 
clinic. 

Fischer did not speak a word of 
English. He was of slight build 
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and rather short. His blond hair 
was Closely cropped and across his 
cheek were several deep duelling 
scars. He wore rather thick glass- 
es, so that his eyes appeared as 
small blue spots. 

Fischer began his mandibular 
injection and all tried to see what 
was going on. Fischer used a 2 
per cent solution of procaine, 
adrenalin 1/20,000, made up from 
E tablets, dissolved in Ringer Solu- 
tion. He made a duplicate injec- 
tion immediately following the 
first to be certain of a deep anes- 
thesia. I didn’t blame him in the 
least with so critical an audience 
present. 

Soon everyone had a question 
to ask. Was it painful? How did I 
feel? What were the sensations? 
I described the numb lip and 
tingling tongue. Then Fischer 
tested for anesthesia and _pro- 
ceeded to remove the third molar, 
which he did successfully, and 
caused me no pain whatever. 


Something New 


While Fischer was working, the 
thought kept running through my 
mind that here was something 
really new—and important! Fur- 
thermore, my teachers and these 
dentists knew less about it than I. 
For I knew the symptoms of a 
successful mandibular injection— 
I had been the patient. 

Stimulated by this personal ex- 
perience I searched the literature 
and made a remarkable discovery. 
In the Dental Cosmos for Decem- 
ber, 1884 was an excellent descrip- 
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tion of the mandibular injection 
as made and described by Doctor 
William Stewart Halsted—an Am- 
erican surgeon! This also took 
place in New York City in a den- 
tal office and, following the in- 
jection by Halsted, a tooth was 
removed. The anesthetic was co- 
caine, 15 minims of a 4 per cent 
solution being used. It is interest- 
ing to note that Heinrich Braun, 
known in Europe as the father of 
local anesthesia, says in his book, 
“All credit for having been the 
first to make a block injection in 
the human body goes to an Ameri- 
can—Doctor William Stewart Hal- 
sted.” 

It came about in this way. In 
1884 at a congress of eye special- 
ists in Heidelberg, Doctor Karl 
Koller for the first time used co- 
caine as an anesthetic and success- 
fully operated on the eye. Doctor 
Halsted secured some of the drug, 
returned to America and, together 
with three of his colleagues, began 
experiments. They injected their 
arms, and legs, and various parts 
of the body to determine the ex- 
tent of anesthesia produced. Trag- 
ically, these pioneers, innocent of 
the habit-forming power of co- 
caine, became addicts. All of them 
with the exception of Halsted died 
in agony. Halsted was aided in his 
fight by Doctor William Welsh of 
Johns Hopkins. Together with Sir 
William Osler and John B. Murphy 
these four men became the most 
eminent medical men of their day. 
Two large volumes of Halsted’s 
papers have been published, and 
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he is credited with a long list of 
“firsts” in surgical procedures. In- 
cidentally, Doctor Karl Koller died 
in New York City recently, at the 
age of eighty-six. 


Visits Fischer Clinic 


Guido Fischer returned to Ger- 
many shortly before the outbreak 
of World War I. In the year 1920, 
[ decided to visit Fischer and pur- 
sue further the subject of local 
anesthesia. I found him in Ham- 
burg where he was Dean of the 
dental school. He remembered me 
well as the patient of the 1914 
demonstration. At his invitation | 
remained in Hamburg and spent 
six months in attendance at his 
clinic. I returned to New York and 
subsequently wrote an article for 
THE DentaL Dicest entitled “A 
Visit to Guido Fischer.” 

When 1925 came around, I was 
restless again and this time I had 
a new plan. I would start from 
London where I was to give some 
lectures and then travel across 
Europe toward the West and visit 
as many clinics as possible to see 
what they were doing in oral 
surgery and local anesthesia. 
When the year was up I had 
reached Cairo in Egypt! I had 
visited fourteen countries and 
countless clinics. I saw Kelsey Fry 
in London, Guido Fischer again 
in Hamburg, Professor Roy in 
Paris, Williger in Berlin, Pichler 
in Vienna, Partsch in Breslau, and 
many other outstanding oral sur- 
geons on the Continent. I held 
clinics in many of the schools: the 
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most interesting being in Rome, 
Athens, Madrid, and _ Utrecht. 
Some of my experiences I set down 
in four articles which also ap. 
peared in THE Dentat DicEst, 
“Old World Wanderings of an 
American Dentist.” Several more 
trips to Europe followed; the last 
in 1937 to Spain at the American 
Hospital. Later my “Oral Surgeon 
in the Spanish War” appeared in 
ORAL Hyciene.! 

And now I felt that it was time 
to look over local anesthesia in the 
United States. So I got into my 
1933 Cadillac—and spent a solid 
year through 1940 visiting thirty- 
five states. I gave thirty talks— 
and drove 30,000 miles. You may 
be sure that I visited a consider- 
able number of dental schools, 
questioned senior students, and 
had a close-up of the local anes- 
thesia technique of many dentists. 


Inadequate Training 


I want to report that I was 
greatly disturbed over what | 
found. Many dentists now in ac- 
tive practice do not have a good 
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technique for local anesthesia, and | 
I can only describe the knowledge | 


of the seniors as inadequate. Of 
course, there were some schools 
that were good, where the im- 
portance of local anesthesia was 
stressed, but they were few. 
With the passing of thirty years 
since the Guido Fischer clinic you 
would have a right to believe that 
all dentists are good anesthetists,

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that all recent graduates know how 
to inject well. It is not so. It is a 
common occurrence to have a pa- 
tient sit in the chair, ready to have 
a tooth out, and say, “Go ahead, 
doctor—pull it without anything. 
[ can’t stand that injection.” You 
know that this patient has previ- 
ously been in the hands of a mem- 
ber in good standing of the “har- 
poon throwers” association. 

To bear out my findings, listen 
to this. A few years ago I was in- 
vited by General Leigh C. Fair- 
bank, then head of the U. S. Army 
Dental Corps, to write a_ brief 
manual of my simplified technique 
of local anesthesia. This I was 
pleased to do and the treatise ap- 
peared as a Special Issue of the 
Dental Bulletin for the U. S. Army 
Dental Corps. In a foreword to 
this treatise appeared the follow- 
ing: “This issue is published in 
view of the deleterious reports 
which have reached the Surgeon 
General’s Office concerning the 
ability of the new officers of the 
Army of the United States in ad- 
ministering local anesthesia. .. . 
This issue should be carefully 
studied by all of the dental officers 
of our National Army.” 
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Surprises you? I guess it does. 
It does not surprise me. From 
Halsted to Fischer was _ thirty 
years. From Fischer to this mo- 
ment is another thirty years. After 
sixty years our profession is still 
muddling over the art of local an- 
esthesia when simple, safe, and 
sensible methods of injection are 
available. Painless dentistry? No 
wonder the patient smiles when 
you promise that he will not be 
hurt. He knows better. 

We celebrated in December. 
1944 the Centennial of the discov- 
ery by Horace Wells of the use of 
nitrous oxide in the relief of pain. 
Of even greater significance is the 
value of procaine for that purpose, 
since it is more freely used by 
dentists than nitrous oxide. The 
local anesthetic is here—the tech- 
nique for its use is here; and all 
that is required is more promin- 
ence in dental schools for local 
anesthesia, and greater care on the 
part of the dental profession in 
following a _ proper technique. 
Painless dentistry will then have 
arrived,

Most DENTISTS who have been in 
the Service will return home to 
changed conditions. Of course, 
they have kept in touch with their 
friends and think they know what 
has taken place back home, but | 
doubt if they realize the great 
changes that they will face. Most 
dentists back home have been so 
busy that they have had to turn 
away as many patients as they 
serve. Many dentists have been 
able to charge larger fees than 
they had dreamed was possible. 
Some of this money has been 
saved, but a lot of the money has 
been squandered. 

You are going to find a great 
change in the attitude of the den- 
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tist. He has the impression that 
the public has just now discovered 
his ability, and is seeking his serv- 
ices. He did not make any im- 
provement in his technical pro- 
cedure nor in his office equipment, 
but somehow he is inclined to be- 


‘lieve that the public has at last 


awakened to his ability. I think 
the yardstick by which the aver- 
age dentist who remained at home 
can judge his ability is the amount 
of service that he gave between 
the years of 1937 and 1940. This 
is about the amount of service 
that he will be called on to do 
when this war is over. 

However, with more money in 
their pockets and better equip- 
ment the older dentists will pre- 
sent keener competition than they 
did before. You will also find that 
these dentists are anxious for a 
vacation and many will utilize 
this time to take postgraduate 
courses; thereby equipping them-

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selves to secure the better-paying 
patients. 

Most patients have more money 
than they ever had before in their 
lives, and I am inclined to be- 
lieve that this condition may pre- 
vail when the war is over. Con- 
sequently, they are demanding 
more dental service and better 
dental service than they have 
sought before. It has been my ex- 
perience that the majority of pa- 
tients with whom I have talked 
are dissatisfied with the dental 
services they are receiving. 

This is a result of two condi- 
tions: First, that many of the bet- 
ter dentists were called into Ser- 
vice and their patients had to 
seek the services of a less com- 
petent dentist; second, that the 
strain on the better dentist who 
remained at home became so great 
that he was forced to use short 
cuts and slipshod methods. The 
few dentists who still do the best 
they know how, do not have the 
time for the courtesies that play 
such an important part in keep- 
ing patients satisfied. 


Military Observations 


Your military experience has 
given you a different picture of 
the service rendered by the aver- 
age practitioner. You have seen 
some excellent dentistry, the work 
of an artist and a successful den- 
tist; you have seen some ordinary 
dentistry; and you have seen 
some poor dentistry. The ques- 
tion is, what influence will your 
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military observations have on 
your future in dentistry? 

I think it is correct to assume 
that your ideals will be higher 
than when you went into Service. 
It is only natural to believe that 
most of the military men will 
want to do their best when they 
return to private practice. There 
will only be a few who will con- 
sider that their poorest service is 
far above the average they have 
seen, so that it will not be neces- 
sary to improve their workman- 
ship. I plead with the ones who 
are inclined to let themselves slip, 
through discouragement, to make 
an effort to keep up dental stand- 
ards; or they may find themselves 
among the failures in dentistry. 
The wise dentist returning from 
military service will make a reso- 
lution to strive honestly and sin- 
cerely to do dentistry comparable 
to the best he saw in the Service. 


Attractive Offices 


I realize that most of the men 
coming back from Service do not 
have an office location or dental 
equipment, and it will be difficult 
for them to get started. Following 
are a few suggestions that may 
help you in starting your new 
practice. When you are building 
your office or remodeling space 
in an office building it will be 
wise to utilize modern building 
materials. An office may be made 
beautiful and practical even if you 
are forced to use secondhand den- 
tal equipment. 

Make your office decorative; 
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with the use of mirrors, glass 
blocks, paneling, and a pleasing, 
attractive color scheme. By giving 
considerable thought to your 
walls, draperies, color scheme and 
office furnishings you will distract 
attention from used dental equip- 
ment and create favorable com- 
ment about your office. A_pleas- 
ing office will help you do more 
good dentistry than any other ma- 
terial influence. 

You will find it necessary to 
build a practice on personalized 
service if you are to be a real suc- 
cess. The days of mass practices 
of the advertising dentists are 
numbered and few will be allowed 
to practice in the next ten years. 
{t will be necessary to cater to the 
appreciative patients who have 
learned by bitter experience the 
foolishness of seeking the services 
of cheap dentists. If you will build 
a practice on personalized service. 
setting your standards as high as 
the best dentistry you saw in the 
Service, you will establish a prac- 
tice that no depression can seri- 
ously affect. 


Educate Public 


I think considerable time will 
be necessary to educate the pub- 
lic. Tell them what good dentistry 
will do for them. Explain in your 
own language and the language 
of the laity the advantages of good 
dentistry. Show them what good 
dentistry looks like. Educate them 
to the extent that the quack can- 
not compete with your educational 
program, 
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] think it is necessary for the 
returning dentist to be enthusias- 
tic about his practice. Show en- 
thusiasm both with your service 
and in presenting information. 
Tell patients what you are doing 
for them and continue to teach 
patients the advantages of care- 
ful dentistry. 

It will not be too easy to es- 
tablish yourself in your commu- 
nity because many of your form- 
er patients have gone, so it will 
be necessary for you to start at 
the beginning to build a practice. 
Remember, clubs, churches, and 
social organizations, are where 
you can most easily arouse inter- 
est, so take advantage of every 
such opportunity. Do not overlook 
the importance of dress and ap- 
pearance. 

If you are going to build a 
practice on personalized services, 
it is important for you to return 
to your place in your community.

This 
can only be done by hard effort 
and sufhcient income to justify 
your living standards. If you are 
going to make a permanent niche 
for yourself in your community, 
it may be necessary for you to 
set up some kind of a financial 
security program. I have been a 
supporter of the 10 per cent sav- 
ing plan, which is to save 10 per 
cent of your gross income, put- 
ting it aside each day as receipts 
come into your office. Operate 
your practice as though you have 
only 90 per cent of your income 
and use your 10 per cent for only 
one purpose—financial security. 
You will be pleased and surprised 
to see how much better you can 
work when you have peace of 
mind concerning your family’s se- 
curity, as well as knowing that in 
years to come you will be able to 
retire as a respected citizen in 
your community,

A. D. A. RECOMMENDS INDEPENDENCE FOR DENTAL CORPS 


THE SPECIAL Committee on Military Affairs of the American Dental 
Association at its meeting in Chicago, commended the Legislative Com- 
mittee for the favorable progress made on the Rivers Bill, which provides 
for the independence of the Dental Corps in the Navy, and recommended 
active support of the measure by all the members of the Association. 

The House of Delegates unanimously adopted a resolution presented 
by this Special Committee recommending that the Trustees or the House 
of Delegates, or both, direct the Legislative Committee to prepare, intro- 
duce, and campaign aggressively for legislation for the Army Dental 


Corps similar to that contained in the Rivers Bill for the Navy, 











Puysicians’ and dentists’ bills in 
Massachusetts are about to receive 
first aid. After three years of 
planning, the Massachusetts Bank- 
ers’ Association, with the approval 
of state medical and dental so- 
cieties, is launching a “Blue Tri- 
angle” plan designed to fill a gen- 
eral need: an orderly way to pay 
medical bills too big to take out 
of a week’s or a month’s pay check. 
It is the first state-wide attempt 
by physicians and dentists and 
bankers to make credit available 
for the job. This is how it works: 

The practitioner quotes his fee 
for the service to be given. The pa- 
tient signs a note, payable at a 
designated bank in monthly in- 
stallments (up to twelve). The 
practitioner endorses the note 
“with recourse,” becoming respon- 
sible if the patient does not pay 
the debt. 


Each bank sets its own interest

rate, but under the highest charge 
permitted the $35 minimum loan 
may be paid back in six monthly 
installments of $6.34 (slightly 
less the last month) for a total of 
$38. A bill of $250 can be paid 
back in twelve monthly remit- 
tances of $21.79 totaling $11.40 
more than the bill. 

These are the contemplated ad- 
vantages: The practitioner gets his 
money at once (less 10 per cent 
which the bank withholds as a re- 
serve until the note is paid). The 
bank gets loan business with little 
solicitation cost and swells its de- 
posits by the amount of the 10 per 
cent reserve temporarily withheld 
from the physician or dentist. The 
patient gets his loan when he needs 
it with a minimum of effort. 
What’s more, the cost on an aver- 
age-size borrowing is lower than 
the patient could get on a “per- 
sonal” loan—because the profes- 
sional man has become his en- 
dorser,

on PREVENTIVE DENTISTRY 


By LIEUTENANT WILLIAM HARMELIN (DC) 


Do THEY LAUGH when you sit 
down—and open your mouth? Do 
people shun you and walk on the 
other side of the street? Are 
your friends afraid to tell you the 
truth? Do your girls kiss and tell? 
The chances are that you haven’t 
B.Q. but rather a disease which is 
just as old, known as “Uncleano 
Moutho.” If each one of you were 
to look into the average American 
soldier’s mouth, you would see 
something akin to a slit trench. 
You pride yourselves on your 
cleanliness, you scrub like mad 
after a 20-mile hike, but your 
mouths and teeth are like orphan 
children lost in the woods—for- 
gotten, unsung, unwept. Give these 
little working demons a square 
break before they start screaming 
like a 155 mm. shell. A few min- 
utes’ attention each day will make 
you their friends for life. Here 
are some pointers to follow: 

1. Buy two or three tooth- 
brushes and use them on a rota- 
tion system. Don’t forget to give 


them a Certified Disability Dis- 
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charge when they become a little 
work weary. 

2. Brush your teeth at least in 
the morning and evening. Should 
circumstances permit, brush them 
after luncheon too. 

3. Brushing Technique—Don’t 
brush up and down like a wind- 
shield wiper on a stormy day— 
nor should you brush horizontally 
like a shoe shiner making his first 
nickel. Start your brush at the 
gum and brush away from it in 
little flicks of the wrist. Do this 
for the cheek side of the teeth, the 
tongue surfaces, and the grinding 
surfaces. As a cleansing medium 
use a good paste or powder. Your 
P. X. carries them to the surprise 
of many of the G. I.’s. Brush the 
upper and lower teeth for at least 
one-half minute each time—using 
your watch for a check. 

4. Next comes massage—mas- 
sage of your gums is important. 
It increases their circulation: 
makes for a better tissue tone: 
makes for a firmer attachment of 
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the teeth; and helps maintain your 
oral hygiene. 

>. Using your thumb and fore- 
finger, put one on the inside and 
one on the outside of your gum 
and pinch and massage at the 
same time. Like your toothbrush- 
ing do this at least twice a day 
and massage each jaw for ai least 
one-half minute. 

6. If you should desire to use a 
mouthwash, just put a teaspoonful 
of good G.I. salt in one-half glass 
of water. 

7. Your diet is well-balanced in 
the Army—contrary to popular 
beliei—so there is no need to 
speak of that. 

8. One other point is this. After 
eating your sirloin steak for din- 
ner, the food tends to pack down in 
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between your teeth. Bacteria act- 
ing upon it on the contact sur- 
faces of the teeth soon leads to de- 
cay of these surfaces. Forget about 
that next glass of beer and buy 
some dental floss instead. Get into 
the habit of running this floss 
between your teeth after each 
meal. Now, don’t take me too liter- 
ally and start unwinding it in the 
dining room at.the Waldorf. Con- 
trol yourself until you go to pow- 
der your nose. 

Follow these few simple point- 
ers and you wont have to worry 
about your dentures popping out 
when the General pins that Dis- 
tinguished Service Cross on you. 

And—oh, yes—see your dentist 
several times a year.

Dental neglect and manpower shortage will multiply demands 


on returning servicemen. 


By M. WEBSTER PRINCE, D.D.S. 


“WHEN JOHNNY comes marching 
home,” his chief concern will be 
a job, a job as good as the one he 
left behind to enter the armed 
services of his country. The shop- 
man wants to go back to his lathe, 
the clerk to his desk, the dentist 
to his practice. 

Will there be any patients wait- 
ing? Will the old patients return 
when they learn Johnny Dentist is 
back? How long will it take to 
reach the level of pre-induction 
earnings? 

Perhaps the best answer to such 
questions is to be had from a con- 
sideration of the factors that go 
to make up the broad economic 
picture of dental needs, dental 
personnel to supply the need, and 
public trends. 

Factual information of the Na- 
tion’s dental need is meager; how- 
ever, some studies provide help- 
ful estimates. 


For example, it is estimated that 
the white adult population receives 
each year, less than one-third of 
the restorations needed, less than 
one-third of the crowns and bridg- 
es, about all the dentures, about 
one-seventh of the prophylaxes, 
and more extractions than would 
have been required if service had 
been adequate in other respects. 

In the United States there are 
approximately 33 million white 
children between ages 6 and 20. 
On the average each of these chil- 
dren needs among other services 
more than one restoration per 
year. Hence for these 33 million 
children, 33 million restorations 
are required each year. However. 
each year, only about one of every 
five cavities is restored. Conse- 
quently, children receive about 
one-fifth of the restorations they 
need; that is, 7,000,000 of the 
33,000,000 required. 

Accumulated need among chil- 
dren, over the period of the past 
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generation, is estimated to be 
seven restorations per child.’ 

The adult need in 1941 (among 
other needs) was estimated to be 
about four restorations, and more 
than two extractions per person.” 

It is reasonable to assume that 
the yearly total of dental needs 
in the whole American popula- 
tion requires at least double the 
present volume of dental man- 
power just for yearly mainte- 
nance.! 

So much for the need, now what 
about the dentists to supply this 
need ? 

The sixteenth Federal Census, 
April, 1940 stated there were 
70.417 dentists in the United 
States who were either employed 
or seeking work. 


One Hour For Each 


If each dentist in active prac- 
tice spent 2000 hours per year at 
his office, 40 hours per week, 50 
weeks per year, and if 94 per cent 
of this time were given to produc- 
tive chair service, the average 
amount of chair time available per 
person over two years of age in 
the United States in 1938 would 
have been approximately one hour. 
This would not even be sufficient 
for maintenance care of children, 
who require from one hour, to al- 
most three hours, per child.’ 

If all x-ray service and prophy-

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laxes were delegated to auxiliary 
workers, and 6.9 chair hours were 
allowed each adult for initial care. 
all of the dentists in active prac- 
tice could not provide initial care 
for more than 2 million adults an- 
nually.* 

In January, 1944 there were 
51,883 active civilian dentists. The 
loss of 18,534 since 1940 includes 
withdrawals to the armed services. 
deaths and retirements. The death 
and retirement rate is said to be 
between 20 and 30 per thousand 
annually;* the higher the age 
group, the higher the death and 
retirement rate. Inasmuch as the 
majority of the men in the armed 
forces are in the draft age limits. 
it is reasonable to assume that the 
men in civilian practice, for the 
most part, are above draft age. 


Reduce Patient Load 


A study made of the patient load 
of dentists, indicated that as den- 
tists grow old they tend to reduce 
the total number of hours per week 
spent in the office and at the chair. 
The older dentists tend to give 
longer office time and chair time 
to each patient, resulting in fewer 
patients cared for per week by 
them, than by the younger den- 
tists.° 

In discussing dental manpower. 
Doctor Henry Klein, of the United 
States Public Health Service, says

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“In terms of dentist-time, the white 
population over 6 years of age de- 
mands about 136,000,000 hours, 
and this constitutes only a part of 
the total yearly crop of dental 
needs, but is the sum total of den- 
tist-time available.” 

Based on all of the studies made 
it is quite clear there can be little 
change in either the need or the 
dentists to satisfy this need, until 
more dental manpower is avail- 
able. 

In other words, the demand for 
dental service after the war will 
at least equal the demand before 
the war. This demand netted den- 
tists $3386 in 1937, and $3990 in 
1941.° 

The improvement in net income 
of dentists between 1937 and 1941 
reflects the general economic im- 
provement of the country as a 
whole, which enabled people to 
avail themselves of more and bet- 
ter dental service. 

What then, could possibly hap- 
pen to lessen the demand for den- 
tal service after the war? Noth- 
ing beyond the possibility of a 
major economic disturbance with 
wholesale unemployment resulting. 

This, say economists and social 
planners, must not be allowed to 
happen. Unemployment is too cost- 
ly; besides, our national expense 
budget will not permit unemploy- 
ment. Only through full employ- 
ment and a high national income 
can we hope to meet the postwar 
problems.

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Even though unemployment 
were to follow the war, it is ques. 
tionable that it would affect the 
public’s desire for dental service, 
For the past two decades the pub. 
lic has been educated by various 
agencies, such as the American 
Dental Association, state and lo. 
cal societies; various foundations; 
and State Public Health programs, 
to a better understanding and ap.- 
preciation of the benefits derived 
from dental care. 

Present trends are toward regu- 
lation of natural selection which 
suggests that health services may 
be made available regardless of 
economic disturbances. Of course, 
the extent to which such planning 
may be carried, is limited only by 
our dislike for regimentation. 

It is becoming increasingly evi- 
dent to most of us that security 
and freedom are not synonymous 
terms. Some sacrifice must be 
made either in security or freedom. 
We cannot have complete security 
and full freedom, and just now 
security is making a strong bid 
for first place. 

The backlog of accumulated 
dental demand, resulting from a 
quickened public sense of the loss- 
es sustained from dental neglect, 
plus the manpower shortages now 
aggravated by the war, place the 
dental profession in the position 
of being a profession that will face 
the postwar period with a man- 
power shortage. 

Millions of boys, who entered 
the armed forces without previous 
acquaintance with even a_ tooth 
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brush, will return with a new ap- 
preciation of dental service. They 
will be potential dental patients 
who naturally will migrate toward 
the dentist who was in Service. 


Postwar Needs 


If the war continues, and there 
is a large army of occupation after 
the war, with a large naval force 
also, civilian dental personnel will 
face even greater demands than 
it now does. So long as dentists 
are obliged to book patients two, 
three, four and even five months 
ahead, the man in Service need 
have little fear of not finding 
enough to do when he returns to 
civilian practice. He will be agree- 
ably surprised to find not only 
these patients with long delayed 
dental appointments knocking at 
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his door, but also his fellow den- 
tists anxiously waiting for the 
dentist who has been in Service to 
help share the burden. 

Leaders in the profession are 
seriously concerned over this prob- 
lem of dental manpower shortage. 
Unless the number of graduates 
from our dental schools can be 
increased materially, the ratio of 
dentists to civilian population may 
reach an all-time high, perhaps 
1:3000, as compared with 1:1855 
in 1940.* 

The problem is being given care- 
ful study and in time will be 
corrected. In the meantime no 
capable, efficient dentist will lack 
for patients for many a year to 
come.

DENTISTS WARNED AGAINST MELTED GOLD SALES 


DENTISTS ARE warned by the Treasury Department that the sale of melt- 
ed gold or the purchase of melted gold is a violation of the Gold Reserve 
Act of 1934. Dentists are at liberty to hold and melt for use in their 
profession not in excess of 35 troy ounces of fine gold. It is not a viola- 
tion of the Gold Reserve Act if the dentist sends gold which he has melted 
to a duly authorized refiner or processor for the purpose of having 
such gold refined or processed, and the same or an equivalent amount 
(in fine troy ounces) of refined or processed gold returned to him for 


use in his profession. 


There is no provision against the dentist selling scrap gold in unmelted 
form; the regulation is against the sale of melted gold.

I AM A SMALL-TOWN dentist, too 
old to be drafted or commissioned, 
and like most dentists practicing 
in rural districts, | am on the way 
to becoming a war casualty. 

In December, 1941 when the 
Axis declared war on America, it 
also declared war on me. My only 
consolation is that the national 
war debt will be somewhat greater 
than mine by the time hostilities 
will cease. 

There was a time, not so long 
ago, when the dentist practicing 
out here in the country wore the 
crown. He was a man of leisure; 
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he worked short hours and went 
fishing and hunting. In all earn- 
estness he was the envy of his Big 
City brother who worked long 
hours to make others rich. One 
took in thousands, the other hun- 
dreds; yet at the end of the year 
the little fellow somehow came out 
ahead. That was before 1941. To- 
day the little fellow /has shrunk 
into the size of a midget. 

The war prosperity invaded the 
dental offices in the cities and in- 
dustrial centers. With thousands 
of youngsters gone into the Serv- 
ices the older dentists have been 
called upon to handle more _ pa- 
tients than their time permits. 
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Populations in their busy locali- 
' ties have increased; there is plenty 
_ of money, more than people can 

spend. Automobiles, radios, and

refrigerators are out; therefore, 
the demand for dentistry has in- 


_ creased. There is no such a thing 


as a fee problem. As a city dentist 
confided to me: “I have more pa- 
tients than I can handle. The other 
day a new patient came in. | 
quoted a high fee in the hope that 
he would walk out. The man took 
out a roll of bills and paid the en- 
tire amount in advance. . .” Some- 
one, please hand me a glass of 
water. 

Now let us have a look at the 
little fellow in the small town, pop- 
ulation a few hundred or a couple 
of thousand, where there are no 
war or any other kind of indus- 
tries. The youngsters who supplied 
the bulk of the demand for opera- 
tive service have joined the armed 
forces. Of the population that re- 
mained many migrated to the big 
cities where work and money is 
plentiful. The dentist suddenly 
woke up to the realization that his 
dear little town had become a 
ghost town—there are no people 
left on whom to practice. He can 
still get a denture patient now and 
then; but denture patients are 
finished patients for the duration 
of their life. They never return, 








unless it is for a “cleaning” which 
is traditionally given gratis. 

His patients, or what’s left of 
them, are farmers, local mer- 
chants, and retired people living 
on savings or on pensions. They 
make a grouchy population under 
the weight of wartime restrictions 
and price inflation. The butcher 
and grocer are haunted by lack of 
merchandise and rationing head- 
aches. The cigar man has no ci- 
gars and the service station gas 
tank is dry. The farmer can get 
no help; his “hands” desert him 
for higher wages in the big towns. 
These people are hit as much as 
the dentist; in fact, I think the lat- 
ter has a little more grief than the 
rest. 

The dentist is obliged to keep 
up appearances. In addition to his 
unbalanced budget of greater ex- 
pense and less income, he is called 
upon for donations of all sorts, 
and they are expected to be sub- 
stantial in keeping with profes- 
sional dignity. He is a good Amer- 
ican and buys war bonds until it 
more than hurts; it leaves deep 


scars. 

It is everyone’s wish that the 
war end as quickly as possible. To 
the small-town dentist, like to the 
soldier on active duty, it is a mat- 
ter of survival.

Mr. McGillicudy found the banknote 
in the aisle of the car and turned it in 
to the lost property department as soon 
as he reached New York. Late that 
evening Doctor Weinstein found he no 
longer had the money. He telephoned 
the railroad and arranged to meet Mr. 
McGillicudy to claim his money.

SEES CHANGE IN FUTURE DENTISTRY 


DENTISTS ARE a fortunate and privileged group; they are a social entity, 
in the opinion of Doctor Kenneth R. Gibson’ expressed in a recent 
article. However, he warns that in view of social trends, the condition 
may not endure. Adequate services cannot be provided for the bulk 
of the population because dentists are too few and present methods 











are divergent from society's welfare. Doctor Gibson points out that “We 
must provide the services the public needs through a practical plan of 
dental education with an increase in professional numbers and with less 
expensive types of dentistry. We must shorten the curriculum and set 
up compulsory qualifications for continued education beyond grad- 
uation.” 

Unless these things are done to increase the amount of health service 
dentistry, the public will create an auxiliary sub-dental profession. In 
that event dentists will no longer be the fortunate and privileged group. 
They will share with others the control of dental practice, the actual 
practice of dentistry, the perquisites of practice; and they will no longer 
be free of competition or political manipulation. For their own protec- 
tion dentists must realize that their own best interests are served when 
public interests are served.

THE PRESENT WAR has brought out 
one fact above all others in dental 
practice—dentists almost  every- 
where have been able to choose the 
types of services in which they will 
specialize, and the majority of 
dentists choose denture construc- 
tion. 

In my community this is so. In 
others, I am sure, the condition is 
much the same. I am told that, in 
one city of a hundred thousand 
not far from my home, it is virtual- 
ly impossible to get a tooth “filled.” 
Almost every dentist is an extrac- 
tion and denture specialist. 

The reason for this specializing 
is not hard to understand. It is 
not because the dentist is doing the 
most for humanity in following 
this line of dentistry, Surely the

preservation of natural dentition, 
in its entirety and in a healthy con- 
dition, is the greatest service a den- 
tist can give to any patient. It is 
not because this kind of service has 
less grief attached to it. All of us 
who have made dentures have had 
cases that involved more difficulty 
than we have experienced in any 
other types of dental services. It is 
because the financial rewards are 
greater for the average dentist in 
denture service than in operative 
procedures. 

This should not be so. If it is 
worth two or three times more an 
hour to a patient to have dentures 
made for him than to have his nat- 
ural teeth cared for in a thorough 
manner, then the patient has been 
oversold on dentures or undersold 
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on preventive procedures. I be- 
lieve the average dentist does 
charge two or three times more an 
hour for denture service. 

What is the answer? We cannot 
all be denture specialists. Some of 
us must take care of the teeth of 
the people who need restorations, 
prophylaxes, and other lately de- 
spised services. We can charge 
a fair fee for our efforts in this line. 
People are anxious for the service. 
It is only by following precedents 
laid down for us some years ago 
that we find ourselves unable to 
make operative service pay. 





Raise Fee Scale 


Here are a few suggestions I 
have used in raising the hourly fee 
scale for operative dentistry. First 
of all is the work sheet, showing 
how much time each operation 
takes, as there is no other way to 
know what the service should cost 
the patient. Second, the operation 
of two chairs, for often a dentist 
must “‘mark time” unless he has a 
second chair. Third, he should 
have his cutting instruments and 
burs in an auxiliary cabinet which 
can be pulled up behind the pa- 
tient’s head into the handiest po- 
sition for speedy changing of burs 
and instruments. One cabinet can 
serve the two rooms. It is not meant 
to take the place of the large dental 
cabinet, but to supplement it. 
Fourth, is the efficient dental as- 
sistant. 

This added efficiency in the office 
should mean a financial advantage 
to the dentist. I believe that with 
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efcient operation as described the 
dentist who never makes dentures 
can enjoy a financial return com. 
parable to that of the dentist de. 
voting his time to constructing den- 
tures. Some courage in establish- 
ing fees is necessary at first. But 
we will get out of our practices 
what we honestly feel they are 
worth, I know, and if we are con- 
vinced of the fact that we are giv- 
ing the most worthwhile service 
dentistry can give, our returns are 
bound to be satisfactory. 

There is one thing more that | 
should like to mention. There is in 
all service we give some interest, 
for if there were not there would 
not be enough money in the world 
to pay us to do it. To me, the great- 
est satisfaction comes from restor- 
ing the teeth of a youngster to good 
condition. Children are wonderful 
patients. They come to the dentist, 
as a rule, with unprejudiced minds 
and sunny dispositions. Their pres- 
ence in the office brightens it, and 
while I will not say I have no 
trouble getting cooperation from 
them, I would not give up my child 
patients though it meant a lucra- 
tive denture practice. The point | 
wish to make is: We can still have 
the privilege of serving these young 
patients and the others who need 
operative service and not lose any 
money in so doing. All we have to 
do is revamp our present fee scales 
and put a little more system into 
the office.

Traumatized Central 


Q.—A boy, eleven, was in an acci- 
dent and knocked out his upper left 


central and chipped the right central. 


The latter was apparently all right but 
he bumped it again, leaving the tooth 
sensitive. During the healing there has 
been a marked drifting of the right 
central. 

It seems to me that the removal of 
the right central is indicated with the 
placing of a removable denture until 
such time as a fixed restoration could 
be made. Otherwise orthodontia must 
be resorted to in order to keep a doubt- 
ful tooth in place. Am I right?—G. A. 
R., Nebraska. 

A.—Considering that the right 
central incisor in the case of the 
11-year-old boy has been severely 
traumatized twice, is now sore, 
and has drifted out of position, it 
would seem to me that your idea of 
removing the right central and 
making a removable denture to 
supply both centrals is most sen- 
sible. 

If it seemed imperative to save 
the right central you should take 
a roentgenogram and test for vi- 
tality. If it proves to be vital and 
the pulp is not hyperemic and the 
bony support is good, it could be 
moved into its normal position by 
orthodontia and a small denture 
made to supply the left central. 
Then, later on, a fixed bridge 
could be made. And, of course. a

fixed bridge could be used to sup- 
ply the two central incisors if the 
lateral incisors have good roots. 
But this should not be done until 


the boy is at least in his late teens.

Periodontal Disease 


Q.—I have a patient who came to my 
office with a slight case of Vincent’s in- 
fection. He also said he has an itching 
sensation around his anterior teeth, 
especially the lower ones. I cleared up 
the Vincent’s infection and about two 
months later he came in and wanted his 
lower anterior teeth extracted. He said 
they “itched.” I gave him some more 
treatments. Later he came in and I 
took another roentgenogram and found 
the bone resorbed around the lower 
centrals, and the teeth were so loose I 
had to extract them. 

The other day he said he could not 
stand the “itching” around his lower 
cuspids. I have tried to take his mind 
off his teeth, but with no luck. I will 
not extract his cuspids as they are per- 
fectly sound. What can I do? 

Can you also tell me of a mouthwash 
that will help patients who gag?— 
K. C. O., California. 


A.—There is little you can do 
with your patient who experiences 
an itching sensation around his 
teeth unless you can restore the 
periodontium to a healthy condi- 
tion. A series of periodontal treat- 
ments should overcome the un- 
comfortable sensations which are

When Mr. Noel Coward, the buck-toothed British playwright, made fun 
of the Brooklyn soldiers who were not enjoying the gunshot wounds 
that they received in defending the British Empire, he stirred up an 
international incident. The printed word often has power to so inflame. 
Although it has not caused an international incident, a recent scolding 
article in The Bulletin of the U. S. Army Medical Department’ has irri- 
tated many dental officers. The article is not secret or restricted, so 
comment here can be no violation of the code of wartime censorship. 

The paragraph in the article from the Dental Division of the Surgeon 
General’s Office that has caused the irritation is the following: 

“A few dental officers write members of Congress or men of standing 
in the dental profession, asking that something be done to relieve them 
of a particular assignment or complaining because they have not been 
promoted. Apparently, some of these officers are more concerned with 
promotion and personal comfort than with rendering a just service to 
their fellow man. There are many engineers, lawyers, physicians, and 
others who are rendering a very valuable service to their country but 
are not delegated to duties of their liking, choice, or within their 
specialty.. It is indeed gratifying that all but a few dental officers are 
willing to adapt themselves to the situation at hand and are constantly 
striving to be worthy of their commissions as well as to share in the re- 
sponsibility of keeping their country free. This war could not be won if 
the enlisted men and the majority of officers in all branches of the service 
saw fit to place self-interest and self-expression above all. That the Army 
Dental Corps as a whole has rendered an outstanding service to the 
Nation in the rehabilitation of more than a million men and is daily

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performing with honor in every field of battle need not be reviewed 
here. It is hoped that when the war is over, every dental officer can feel 
that he has made a contribution to the final victory, and that he can 
justly say to himself, to his family, and to his fellow man, ‘I have per- 
formed all duties assigned to me to the best of my ability; I have not 
placed self-interest and gain above the call of duty; I am a real Ameri- 
can.” 

Other interpretations can be given to these remarks. The casual reader 
would feel the dental officers were some inferior breed of officers who 
went out of their way to get easy assignments and quick promotions. 
This is not true. Dentists have gone from full and lucrative practices to 
take monotonous assignments where they worked eight hard hours a 
day placing amalgams for soldiers who were in desperate need of such 
services. Dental promotions have not kept pace with promotions in the 
Medical Corps or any other staff corps. There are more than forty gen- 
erals in the Medical Corps, and one in the Dental Corps. We have been 
promised for more than a year that there would be other Generals in the 
Dental Corps; no new stars have appeared. In the other higher grades 
dental officers are proportionately few as compared with medical officers. 

It is not fair to the thousands of dentists in uniform to be singled out 
to be classed as selfish, unpatriotic people—as a group inferior to other 
officers. The Dental Corps has done a magnificent job. It is unfortunate 
that the entire Corps has been publicly chastised and stigmatized for 
the action of “a few dental officers.” 

In the midst of a campaign by the American Dental Association to 
gain administrative autonomy for the Army and Navy Dental Corps, it 
is poor taste, to put it gently, to have an article appear in an official 
government publication that might tend to obstruct the corrective legis- 
lation by making dentists appear as gold brickers, complainers, saboteurs 
of the war effort. It is hoped that the publication of this article will 
stimulate the American Dental Association to even more vigorous efforts 
to gain the proper recognition for dentists in the military establishment.

One of our correspondents re- 
ports success in the treatment of 
gagging by rubbing the suscepti- 
ble areas vigorously at least twice 
a day with a cotton applicator 
soaked in belladonna and camphor 
water. We realized success in one 
serious case. The prescription is 
as follows: 

Tincture 
drops. 

Aqua camphor, quantity sufh- 
cient to make 1] ounces. 

Mix and label. Apply to gagging 
areas with swab twice daily.—

Fluorosis 


Q.—A patient, a young married 
woman, has brown stains over various 
areas of her teeth; especially on the 
proximal surfaces of her anterior teeth. 
These, to her friends, appear as caries, 
but are not. The young woman lived in 
North Carolina for the first sixteen 
years of her life and drank well water 
which evidently contained iron. 

Do you know of any method of treat- 
ment that I might use to aid in remov- 
ing the stains from her teeth? I should 
like to help her as she is conscious of 
her teeth—M. B. B., New York. 

.-—If I am not mistaken your 
patient with the brown stain has a 
case of fluorosis. Water from wells 
is most likely to contain fluorine, 
and often up to 5 parts per million, 
which causes a high degree of 
brown stain. 

This can be removed with su- 


peroxol (Merck) which is a 30 


per cent solution of hydrogen di-

oxide.! To use this one must ad- 
just the rubber dam and a cone of 
paper must be slipped in under the 
upper edge of the dam to protect 
the nose. A pledget of cotton large 
enough to cover the exposed part 
of the tooth is laid on the tooth, 
saturated with superoxol, and on 
this is laid a hot spatula; hot 
enough to make the saturated cot- 
ton steam. This can be done to 
each tooth ten times during one 
appointment. About two weeks 
should elapse between appoint- 
ments and it takes from five to 
fifteen appointments to clear up a 
severe case. If the teeth become 
sensitive a longer period must be 
allowed between treatments.— 
GEORGE R. WARNER 


Trim Denture 


Q.—I have a patient for whom | 
made a lower partial denture, and a 
full upper acrylic denture. This pa- 
tient can wear his lower denture but, 
whenever he eats, the submaxillary 
glands swell up, or at least there is a 
swelling around his throat. This does 
not occur if he eats with his upper den- 
ture alone. He feels comfortable with 
both his dentures until he eats, even 
the softest of foods, then he experiences 
this swelling within two or three min- 
utes. He is a man about 43 years old. 

This is the second such case I have 
had in ten years; the other was a rubber 
partial. If possible, will you give me 
the cause of this condition?—A, J. L.. 
New Hampshire. 

A.—It would seem that the 
partial denture must impinge up- 
on the sublingual salivary duct or 
ducts. These are normally under 
the tongue toward the median line. 
It should be a simple matter to 
trim the denture quite radically 
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in this region and see what hap- 
pens.—V. CLYDE SMEDLEY 


Salivary Calculus 


Q.—I have a patient about 30 years 
old. Calculus formed on her teeth a few 
days after thoroughly cleaning the 
teeth; causing irritation of the gums. 
What, in your opinion is the cause and 
treatment ?—E. L. M. P.. Alabama. 

A.—An excessive formation of 
salivary calculus is the result in 
part of an inherited tendency and 
in part of the amount and type of 
food eaten. It has been demon- 
strated that a person may decrease 
markedly the amount of salivary 
calculus by decreasing the intake 
of food, and without losing weight 
or energy. 

Then, in some cases at least, a 
diet containing much fresh fruit 
and green vegetables tends to form 
less salivary calculus. The amount 
of calculus may also be kept down 
by at least a five minutes’ vigorous 
brushing after each meal.— 
GEORGE R. WARNER 


Granulomatous Tissue 


Q.—I should like to have your advice 
in the following case. 

About three months ago I treated an 
upper first bicuspid for putrescent pulp. 
Apparently I had satisfactory results. 
After putting the roots in an aseptic 
condition, I filled the root canals and 
put a permanent restoration in the 
tooth and there was no subsequent re- 
action until about two weeks ago when 
the patient came in my office complain- 
ing of a ‘lump’ at the apex of the root. 
Upon examination I found a nodule 
about the size of a small pea. There is 
no pain, no tenderness, no swelling and 
roentgenograms reveal no_ pathology 
other than the aforementioned condi- 
tion. 

I have had no other case like this 
and am at a loss to know how to treat 
it. Will you kindly advise what in your 
opinion caused this condition and what 
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is the best method of procedure?—H. 
L. T., California. 

A.—In all probability the in- 
fection that was beyond the root 
or roots before you treated the 
tooth did not clear up. Then gran- 
ulomatous tissue formed and, un- 
der its pressure, the buccal plate 
of bone gave away and it protrud- 
ed into the soft tissue. The bone 
itself may have bulged out or the 
granuloma may have _ protruded 
through the bone. 

It may be a case for an apicoec- 
tomy but, if you will send the 
most recent roentgenogram and 
tell me if the tooth had two roots, 
I can better advise you what to 
do.—GEorRGE R. WARNER 





Cleaning Vulcanizers 


Q.—Please give me the name of a 
chemical that will dissolve the scale 
that accumulates inside vulcanizers. If 
you do not have this information will 
you please tell me where I can get it?— 
C. A. S., Towa. 

A.—I have consulted two heat- 
ing engineers and it seems that 
there is no one answer to this 
question. Each community, or 
rather each water supply, has to 
be handled differently. 

You could inquire what chem- 
ical your local engineers use in 
their boilers, then you should in- 
vestigate to make sure that this 
particular chemical is not injuri- 
ous to copper, since most vulcan- 
izer pots are copper. 

Our laboratory man tells me 
that he removes scale from vulcan- 
izers by heating the dry pot to a 
dull red heat, chilling it rapidly 
and then pounding or jarring the 
pot until the sediment scales off in 
chunks.—V. CLYDE SMEDLEY

plaining to you. I went to the Surgeon 
General with Doctor Ben Robinson. 
They needed more than the Navy need- 
ed, and they will no doubt get it. I 
was told that the Medical Department 
of the Army does not believe in legis- 
lation for the dentists. They told us, ‘If 
you have to go to Congress for anything, 
and you are defeated, you will never 
get anything from the Medical Depart- 
ment.’ 

“That was a pretty strong state- 
ment, a pretty strong threat. I think it 
is very dangerous.” 

Senator Lucas: “Who made that 
statement?” 

Doctor Mead: “The Surgeon Gen- 
eral of the Army made the statement to 
me in the presence of Doctor Robinson, 
here, who will verify the statement. 
That struck me pretty strongly. They 
will go to Congress when they want 
something, but they do not want the 
dental group to go there. 

“T have a letter from a man who was 
the former head of the dental service, 
and he states in his letter, which I 
could present to you, that nothing 
short of complete separation would 
ever satisfy them in the Army. These 
men are so bitter, that at the last meet- 
ing of the American Dental Associa- 
tion, they submitted a resolution, and 
it was only through the efforts of the 
members that we were able to knock 
out the resolution, which was a reso- 
lution to urge Congress to get a com- 
plete separation in the Army. 

“They have accomplished it in Can- 


ada. The Canadian people have their 
own separate corps. 

“Of course, the Army people would 
like to control both the Army and 
Navy, and Public Health—to put them 
all in one service. That is what they 
would like to do. 

“These people want complete sepa- 
ration. We think the plan we have here, 
if adopted, is going to be a lifesaver 
for both medicine and dentistry be- 
cause it is going to bring about co- 
operation. It is going to bring about a 
spirit that will forever stop any other 
plan in the Navy, or any thought other 
than the plan you have here. 

“Why should the dentists have partial 
autonomy under the Surgeon General, 
when in public life we have complete 
autonomy?” 

Senator Lucas: “Why should not the 
Army have it? Why is the organization 
going at it piecemeal?” 

Doctor Mead: “You cannot do every- 
thing at once. They are going after the 
Army... 

“We find the only way that the den- 
tists will get anything is through legis- 
lation. We find the Departments are 
unwilling to give us these things. It is 
not a matter of personalities. It is not 
a question of the Surgeon General, but 
there are groups, there are medical 
groups and dental groups, and no one 
person can have the final say as to 
whether you do this or that. The or- 
ganization is too big.”—Reprinted from 
the Army and Navy Journal of Decem-

® This is a difficult and unusual case because of 
the pronounced lingual and distal drift of all the 
teeth. If designed on the level occlusal plane it 
would be impossible to seat a lingual bar, and 
therefore a labial bar (which is seldom satisfac- 
tory) would be required.

some things in dentistry much better than the average, 
and am proud to be able to. Still, I always realize that 
I don’t know everything, and that consequently I have 
to put more on the ball to get results.” 

Most of us, says this friend of the CorNER, “never 
arrive at the point of self-analysis, never try to find 
out just where we fit into society, where we fit into 
dentistry, and the type of patient we can best work for.
